MILWAUKEE, Wis., Deo. a—A Chip- 


pewa Falls special says that confusion 
reigns in Chippewa Falls today. 
Thor- 


oughly alarmed people are making every 
effort to leave little for the incoming 
waters to destroy. 


Two hundred teams and drays are rush- 


ing about this morning and the stretta are 
literally sprinkled with various kinds of 
merchandise which spilled over the sides 
and end* of the ovci loaded wagons as they 
hurried to p'aees of safety. 


City la Tumult. 


The water was stationary till 3 o'clock 


this morning. 
Then it began to rise 


rapidly, and inside of tour hours an addi- 
tional eighteen Inches was registered. At 
river It was twenty-four ftet high and was 
rapidly rising. 


The Merchants who stored their goods 


on second floors determined today to 
take no chances, and by night not a dol- 
lars worth of material will remain. Busi- 
ness is abandoned and the city is in a 
state of tumult. Thousands of people are 
anxiously waiting for the flood. 


Bverythlne Expected. 


Everything is expected and nothing 


may happen. The greatest danger is the 
possibility of the river changing its course 
and plowing through the town. This 
danger !• more probable today, for It ia 
plainly Man the water can never out Its 
way under the fifteen miles of ioe gorge 
which has been formed in the bed river. 


The natural coarse Is directly through 


the town. Three thousand pounds of dy- 
namite arrived this morning and men are 
working along the river. Every attempt 
so far has failed to relieve the situation in 
the slightest degree. 
. 


All the buildings on Elver street are 


flooded to the second story and lea is 
forming around them doing serious dam- 
to the structures. 


The Central depot is under three feet of 


water and will be carried away before 
night. The Milwaukee freight sheds are 
in a similar condition and the coal sheds 
are wrecked by the ice. 


A million Lo*t, 


Fifty of the largest business houses 


have abandoned their structures entirely, 
and every citizen has made arrangements 
to seek a place of safety If the wont 
occurs. An estimate of the damage 
already done in this part of the city and 
the rich farming country above cannot be 
made, but it is believed that a loss of a 
million has already been sustained.

HERALDRY. 


One View of the Shorthand of Hlstorj 


and Chromilogy. 


Heraldry can make the world n glori- 


fied world. It is n quany where every 
one may hew orid a sea where every one 
may dip his oar, and if heraldry be- 
came again a fine art abe could be once 
more the bride of history, while art 
with her tumult of enthusiasm alone 
can deck her fittingly. Without art 
heraldry is an uncouth and dead thing; 
with art she liveth for every cue and is 
truly a science. 


Heraldry creates intelligent curiosity 


and stimulates historic imagination. 
She awakens interest in generations 
gone by and should be taught, lays Mr. 
Buskin, to the young men and maiden* 
of the street and lane, for heraldry 
helps to decipher the forgotten hand- 
writing on the wall and the glorious 
record of our ancestors' doings and 
strivings and progress and upward 
climbing in the long crusade against 
tyranny and slavery and ignorance and 
intolerance. 


That heraldry is the shorthand of his- 


tory and chronology seerjs to be now 
allowed, and heraldry, in a eeuse, 
should be the application of the fine 
arts of Bcmlpturp and paintini? to family 
history. It is the silent language which 
Christendom adopted and developed at 
the time of the crusades. Ill silence and 
in hope she spake, through the eyop, io 
the heart of Christendom, of the noble 
deeds of her children, and ehe is alto- 
gether indispensable if the heraldric al- 
lusions in Dante, Chaucer, Spenser, 
Shakespeare, Scott, etc., are not to be 
entirely lost. 
. Heraldry has received the sanction of 
centux'ien, and a herald of the true strain 
is neither finicking, fretful nor faulty, 
but full of goodly joy and at times even 
of pioua mirth. And if some peep and 
mutter at abuses, forgetting that the 
abuse of anything is 110 argument 
against its proper use, others see and 
learn that heraldry has educational 
value, is to many a race a wayside sac- 
lameiit and blazes broad its potent in- 
fluence—namely, that nothing must be 
done to tarnish the family escutcheon. 


In England also, in the absence of 


hereditary rank, coat armor ia the only 
distinctive mark of birth and high 
blood for the untitled nobility.—Nine- 
teenth Century. 


A IVcll Known -Oratur Totttti Out Some 


Htuuorous Instances. 


Mr. Joseph Malins, himself a well 


known public sp«iker, gives The Wom- 
an's Signal some »mnaing iuituuoes of 
the humors of public speaking. It ia, 
be thinks, a lack of fluency that Cannes 
the speaker so often to blunder. Mr. 
Malms has listend to a temperance ora- 
tor deploring the fact that a friend re- 
sorts v> "ttto frequent use of the daily 
glass." Ha hoard a notable lady speaker 
Bpeikoffjnm uiiikreu "brought into 
the world with lib more idea of home 
comfort than the children of negroes in 
Africa." 


On* speaker Mid, "I -rise emphatic- 


ally," and another mid, "I stand pros- 
trate with astonishment." Yet another 
feelingly told his snditmce that it was 
"not the platform speaker, bat the 
house to konso visitation and the utter- 
ance of the. illwit ward by the caller 


• which did the mo»t good." The state- 
ments that "the previon* speaker's sug- 
gestions were very suggestive" and that 
another speaker'* remarks were "mis- 
calculated to mislead" Mr, Matins also 
mentions.

Secretary George F. Miller of the Hoo- 


sac Valley Agricultural society has com- 
municated with the secretary of the state 
board of agriculture in regard to tbe 
matter of changing the number of days ot 
the annual fair from three to two, as was 
discussed briefly at the annual meeting 
held recently. 
The permission of the 


state board will have to be obtained be- 
fore any steps can be taken by the ex- 
ecutive committee. Mr, Miller has had 
no answer to his letter, but expects to 
hear within a fortnight. When the reply 
is received a special meeting of tbe execu- 
tive committee will be held. There is not 
much doubt but what tbe authorities will 
permit tbe committee to act as it deems 
wise in regard to the matter. 


The subject has received considerable 


attention since the annual meetm;, and, 
while there has been no pronounced opin- 
ion heard, it is generally understood that 
n chance In the number of days would be 
very acceptable to a majority of the com- 
mittee and would also be agreeable to 
the members at large. 


There bos been some talk of proposed 


alterations in regurd to the location of tbe 
grand stand, and also tbe building of a 
new and Urger grand stand at the east 
end of tbe fair grounds, but those of the 
society who can speak authoratively and 
naderstandingly are inclined tu scout tbe 
idea of any such change being made, at 
least not until another season.

out a doubt the public will be obliged to 
witness the races next fall from the same 
old grand stand and in its present location.

MAY ADVANCE ON HAVANA. 


Sonor Qnenada, the BpOSC Sopresentativo, 


Talk* of Affairs In Cuba. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Senor Gonza's 


ile Qucsada, who represented the Cu- 
ban junta in Washington, in an inter- 
view regarding the situation of 'nflaira 
in Cuba, asserted that Gen. Weyler has 
entered upon a policy of extermination 
and that ho is pursuing this course in 
compliance v?ith his instructions from 
Spain, "The same course," he said, 
"has been pursued in the Philippine 
islands, as scores of reputable English 
witnesses havo testified. In the Phil- 
ippines all of the tortures of the in- 
quisition haTO been brought into re- 
quisition, and the proof is positive that 
sixty revolutionists were put in the 
black hole at Manilla and asphyxia- 
ted." Speaking of the military situation 
in tho island, Senor Quesada explained 
that 
the 
Cuban 
army had been 


strengthened and made ready for en 
active winter campaign by the landing 
of 7,500 rifles and several pieces of ar- 
tillery, as well as a big supply of am- 
munition and medical stores. The in- 
surgents now number 35,000 men, and 
this mimber will be doubled as soon as 
the proper arms can be supplied them.

There were six- 
teen forts protecting the town and one 
by one they were disabled by our artil- 
lery. The Spanish sent messages to 
Gen. Castellanos for 
reinforcements, 


but were forced to surrender before 
help arrived. "VVcyler's policy of shoot- 
ing prisoners was not carried out by 
Gen. Garcia, who sent nineteen wound- 
ed to the Spanish ranks. The Spanish 
commander, Gen. Castellanos, sent six 
carts to get the wounded, thus accept- 
ing the prisoners who were delivered 
by the Cuban general, Lope Keceio." 
Senor Quesada in conclusion said that 
a siege of Havana would begin if the 
insurgents can send enough artillery, 
including their dynamite guns, to that 
noint.

The exception 
ii, most important, for it concerns the 
treatment of the Cuban question. 
In 


the natural order of things this sub- 
ject, coming under the head of forcifrn 
relations, would occupy a most promi- 
nent placo in tho beginning of the mes- 
sage, and so might be expected to re- 
ceive early treatment at the hands, of 
the president. There is still a gap in 
that part of the message, however, al- 
though, it is reported, that several 
efforts have been made to close it up,

ers of tua'-itics. decided after a consul- 
tation at IMlcvue hospital to turn over 
the case of Morgue-Keeper White, who 
is accused of wrong-fully disposing of 
three bodies entrusted to lus c.ire, to 
the district attorney and the corpora- 
tion counsel. The commissioners after 
the conference laid the case beforu the 
district attorney. In accordance with 
the ad ion of thecomirissioners Keeper 
White was arrested on charges made 
by the charities bonrd and locked up 
at police headquarters. Silas. C. Croft, 
president of the board of commission- 
ers of charities, when seen said that in 
the em l.y part of this year a suspicion 
arose than an extensive traffic in the 
bodies received at thu morgue existed 
and luid lieen carried on for years. 
Positive proof was very hard to get as 
there ivas collusion among various of- 
ficials connected with Bellevue hospi- 
tal acd the morgue, but Morgue- 
Keeper White was the suspected party 
and he would have been susptuilod at 
once, but, being1 a veteran, it was 
necessary to secure positive evidence 
against him before taking action. An 
investigation was begun and Supt 
Murphy was placed in charge of the 
hospital and proved an efficient aid. 
The in vestigation bore little fruit un- 
til rec-Fitly when three bodies were 
directly traced as having been taken 
from 'he morgue without authority. 
The traflic in bodies having thus been 
proven. Morgue Keeper Wliite waa siis- 
pendetl and a thorough investigation 
was ordered with a view of summoning 
a-> witnesses certain hospital authori- 
ties and embaluiers who were believed 
to ha\ o purchased bodies from White. 
On Monday night the commissioner of 
charities got possession of the checks 
alleged to have been paid to White for 
bodies for purposes of dissection and 
evidence was obtained to show that 
the illegal sale of bodies from t'ne mor- 
gue had assumed enormous proportions 
and that many thousand dollars had 
been annually paid ft • them. Commis- 
sioner Croft added that the investiga- 
tion to come would probably inculcate 
others beside White.

Former Consul Williams Says E« 


Was Not Welcome at Havana. 


FOUGHT FOR AMERICANS' RIGHTS 


Voo Frrslitent To Suit the Spanish OfH

Brooklyn, N. V., Dec. 2.—Gen. Ra- 


mon O. Williams, ex-consul-general 01 
Ihe United States at Havana, who ar- 
rived from a trip through England, 
France and Spain yesterday is now at 
his home in this city. Regarding the 
circumstances surrounding his resig- 
nation as consul-general at Havana 
last year, and about which so much 
•was said at the time, Jlr. Williams in 
an interview said: "On the first day ol 
the present rebellion in Cuba, Feb. 24. 
1895, three naturalized American citi 
zena were arrested by order of the 
captain-general of Cuba, 
who an- 


nounced that he would court-martial 
them. They were Messrs. Saaguily, 
Affcirre and Oarrillo, who were taken 
as insurgent!,. Article seven of the 
treaty of 175)3 provided that unless ar- 
rested vith arms in hand, threatening 
the sovereignty of Spain in her do- 
minion, American citizens, no matter 
what 
the 
charfc" 
against 
them, 


must be accorded a civil trial. These 
men, arrested at noon one day, were 
court-martialed and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life, i protested that 
this was a violation of the protocol. 
Both the captain-general and the insu- 
lar secretary of state were entirely 
ignorant of the existence of article 
seven, and the captain-general became 
offended 
because I demanded the 


transfer of the prisoners, and the case 
was reported in such a manner to the 
Madrid government as to almost pro- 
voke the revocation of my exequator. 
They did not succeed, however, be- 
cause the minister of state at Madrid 
was acquainted with the existence of 
the treaty, and within eighteen days 
af-^-rthe captain-general had taken 
offense at my stand he, by instruction 
of the Madrid government, granted 
everything i had asked for and a new 
trial was ordered. Thus it was shown 
again that I was right in demanding 
the transfer of these gentlemen, and 
that the captain-general waa wrong. 
The recollection of other cases of mis- 
treatment of Americans in Cuba ani- 
mated me to make quick and earnest 
defense of these men and it was this 
action on my part that gave offense to 
the Spanish authorities at Cuba. I 
was then in Washington. Acting on 
the rule that no man of self respect 
will want to return to or enter any 
place where he believes that he is per- 
sona non grata, and therefore not 
welcome, I resolved not to continue 
longer in the position of consul gen- 
eral to the island and signified my de- 
sire to resign. 
The circumstances, 


however, were of such a character that 
I went back to Havana, resumed charge 
of the office and continued the defensn 
of Sanguilly until the case was trans- 
ferred to the civil courts. A few weeks 
before this the ease of the American 
citi/,en Jose Cepio, who had been ar- 
rested and subjected to court martial, 
and several otht/ American citizens, 
had been treated the same way, and in 
consequence I was not aVle to present 
my resignation in due form until Feb» 
ruary, 1896. My successor was ap- 
pointed in April and in June I person- 
ally transferred the office to. Gen. Lee, 
present incumbeut." 
Gen. Williams 


also said that his return to Havana waa 
only at the instance of the earnest so- 
licitation of President Cleveland.
